Cloney, of this city, who with 
Mrs. Cloney met Mr. and Mrs. Bard 
in Naples. 
Death, the cablegram stated, was 
due to typhoid fever, with which 
disease Mrs. Bard is also 111.

line with President Hoover’s pro­ 
gram, this in spite of the fact that 
those rates, in the last analysis, 
will be written in great part by 
political enemies of the president.” 
Characterizing Mr. Hoover’s first 
year as president as a “a year of 
fact finding,” the Kansas republican 
asserted that “the policies follow^ed, 
the programs laid down and initiat­ 
ed, the actions tak en by President 
Hoover so far, are along lines that 
will rebound to the best interests of 
the entire country in the long run.” 
“It seems to me,” he said “this 
first year of Presidetn Hoover has 
been a year of fact finding; a year 
of work on data and blue prints; a 
year of foundation laying. These are 
the mark of the engineering mind 
of President Hoover.” 
Cappeh named six major national 
projects which he said the presi­ 
dent had facing him on beginning 
his term: farm relief, law enforce­ 
ment, including prohibition; limited 
tariff revision,

w'aterways, 
preparation 
for

economic crisis and promotion of 
v/orld peace.

Tuesday Be Twenty -first

His physicians after a visit early 
today said he continued to tak e 
some nourishment; that his condi­ 
tion has improved slightly, and that 
unless a change developed from a 
arterio sclerosis that ‘‘his span of 
life is undetermined.”

the first for some time, the dov- 
tors still felt the former president 
and 
chief justice w’as waging a 
hopeless fight that could end In 
but one way. 
In view of the doctors bulletin is­ 
sued shortly before 10 a. m., it 
seemed 
probably 
that 
Mr. 
Taft 
w’ould 
live 
until 
tomorrow’—the 
tw’enty-first anniversary of his in­ 
auguration 
as 
president of the 
United States when he was acclaim­ 
ed by thousands who had gathered 
to watch him tak e the oath of high 
office and his country as the first 
citizen 
from 
the 
capitol 
to 
Vie 
White House. 
Today there was but little remain­ 
der of the pomp and splendor of 
that day more than a score of years 
ago. 
A lone policeman paced back 
and forth in front of the large man­ 
sion on Wyoming avenue, a chilly 
breeze 
from 
the 
Potomac 
swept 
over the 
lawn 
bending 
the 
tall 
cedars. 
But few’ passed the house 
and there were but few’ callers. 


Vitality is Amazing 
WASHINGTON, Mar. 3.—Attend­ 
ants at the home of William How­ 
ard Taft said early today that he 
had spent a very restful night and 
no change in 
his condition 
was 
noted. His nurse was not called 
after the physician left before mid­ 
night. 
It was just one month ago that 
he resigned as chief justice of the 
United States and the seriousness 
of his condition became apparent. 
Tomorrow will be the twenty-first 
anniversary of his inauguration as 
chief ex ecutive of the nation. 
The 
distinguished 
patient 
is 
amazng his physicians w’lth his re­ 
mark able vitality. Suffering from a 
combination of diseases, any one of 
which would be ex tremely serious, 
particularly to a man of his age, 
the former chief justice has sur­ 
vived for four days since hope was 
abandoned. 
But his strength 
is 
gradually 
waning, and 
the

reached, the doctors say, at any 
moment. Heart trouble, a nervous 
disorder, hardening of the arteries 
and a bladder complaint are grad­ 
ually tak ing their toll.

The phenom ena l rise in importa nce of 
the Pa cific ocea n a s an interna tiona l high­ 
w a y is set forth in an interesting and con­ 
vincing w a y in the current issue gf the 
Na tiona l Republic by Fra nklin F. Korell 
of Oregon, who quotes interesting figures 
w^hich would seem to indica te tha t the day 
is not fa r dista nt when the Pa cific will he 
much more importa nt to America a s a 
w a ter course tha n the Atla ntic. 
In writ­ 
ing of the Pa cific regions, 
Mr. Korell 
sa y s: 
‘‘This region conta ins seventy -two per 
cent of the potentia l w a ter power in the 
United States. 
It can well be said tha t its 
va st wa ter supply will bring forth new 
wea lth from a fertile soil; tha t is coal, oil 
and wa ter power will genera te inex ha usti­ 
ble power for ma nufa cturing purposes. 
N ow here in a ll the world is the future 
more replete with hope for the unlimited 
ex pa nsion of fa rming, industry and ma nu­ 
fa cturing. 
“ Last, but not least, it may be said 
w hile on this pha se of the subject, tha t 
Oregon, W a shington and Ala ska are the 
world's 
grea test 
fisheries, 
producing 
wea lth of about $8 5 ,000,000 a y ea r. 
“ Although the developm ent of Pa cific 
coast commerce ha s been stea dy , it w a s 
grea tly enha nced by the opening of the 
Pa na ma Canal iu 19 14 and by tw^o events 
of grea t impt*itance the occurring in the 
y ea r 18 9 8 . 
These were the Ba ttle of 
Manila Ba y which brought a bout ulti­ 
ma tely the a nnex a tion of the Philippine 
Isla nds to the United Sta tes and the for­ 
mal incorporation of the Ha wa iia n, Islands 
as an America n territory .

sy stem of espiona ge such as this country 
ha s never tolera ted ex cept in times of 
war. 
The possibilities of persecution are 
illimitable. 
And y et this bill is sinister, not so 
much because of its provisions now as 
beca use of the fa ct tha t its pa ssa ge opens 
the w a y for the subjection of aliens to 
further unnecessa ry indignities. 
“ From tha t,” sa y s Senator W heeler, “ it 
would be merely a short step to the thumb 
printing of all aliens, and nex t we should 
hea r proposals urged tha t every immi­ 
gra nt ha ve 
his Bertillon mea surements 
ta ken. 
I am a bsolutely opposed to such 
a la w .” 
Tha t most America ns who are not intol­ 
era nt share Senator W heeler's opposition 
we are quite positive. 
But, unha ppily , 
the 
opposition has fa iled 
thus fa r 
to 
a wa ken the genera l interest which is nec­ 
essa ry to check the onward march of in­ 
tolera nce. 
Governmental 
espiona ge 
and 
intoler­ 
ance ha ve been moving on with impres­ 
sive strides in recent y ea rs; and with 
America n citizens subjected to the evils 
of both, it will not be an ea sy ma tter to 
prevent the a ctua l persecution of aliens.

Deduction for depreciation form 
an important item In th e returns of 
many taxpayers, and are th e sub­ 
ject of freq uent inq uiries. 
“Depre­ 
ciation” is defined as “a reasonable 
allowance for th e exh austion, w^ear 
and tear of property used in th e 
trade or business, including a reas­ 
onable allow'ance for obsolescence.” 
In claiming a deduction for depre­ 
ciation, several fundanmental prin­ 
ciples must be observed. 
Th e de­ 
duction must be confined to prop­ 
erty actually used in trade, busi­ 
ness, profession, or vc.^itlon. 
In 
general, it applies to th e taxpayer's 
capital assets—buildings, mach inery, 
etc.—th e cost of wh ich can not be 
deducted as a business expense. 
Depreciation may be claimed on 
all 
business 
property, 
w'h ich 
in­ 
cludes not only buildings and ma­ 
ch inery of a permanent ch aracter, 
but 
automobiles, 
farm 
tractors, 
mine 
and 
mill 
eq uipment, office 
furniture, and 
books. 
A lawyer,
